Mexico. City, Nov. 0.—Through insults to 
the American flag and assaults made upon 
American citizens in the streets the anti- 
‘American demonstration which began last 


| night with the stoning of the Mexican Herald 


offices developed this afternoon into an affair 
of international importance. 

One rioter was killed and several were in- 
jured, among the Americans attacked being 
the son of Ambasador Wilson. 

A protest Was registered by the American 
ambassador with the Mexican department of 
foreign relations, and at the same time the 
facts were telegraphed to Washington and 
instructions asked for. 

Tonight the attacks were renewed. Win- 
dow in a dosen American business places 
were smashed. All about town shutters were 
Grawn and establishments closed. Police ap- 
peared in the streets arid kept the orowds 
moving. 

An attack was made upon the plant of El 
Imparcial and the mailing and distributing 
cepartments were wrecked, For twenty min- 
utes the mob battered at the doors leading to 
the editorial and composing rooms above 
with heavy timbers and fired the wreckage. 
Then the mounted police charged with drawn 
words and the crowd fied. One of the rioters 
was killed. An alarm brought the fire depart- 
ment to the scene before the fames gained 
head way. 


American Flag Torn Down, 

While the police locked on and seemingty 
made no effort to prevent it, an American 
Hag floating in front of a candy store in the 
business district was torn down this after- 
noon by a crowd of several hundred medics! 
Students and others, trampled and spat upon 
and torn to bits: Later photographs of the 
crowd were taken before the offices of the 
Diarce Del Hogat, a Mexican newspaper, 
with many individuals waving bite of the 
tattered banner.

Yankee civilization? ‘ 

Shortly before noon the crowd assembled 
before the hew Juarez Monuments in the 
Alameda and proceede@ to the municipal 
palace, where several of their number who 
were arrested last night were being examined 
by thé authorities. A company of mounted 
police followed in the wake of the crowd. 
From the palace the students marched 
through Avenida San Franciaco, the principal 
business thoroughfare of the city, stopping 
in front of the candy store where the flag 
incident occurred. 

The crowd increased as it moved, marched

THe 
vote in Milwaukee county was over 18,000 
yesterday. The Socialists polled 23,000 in 
Milwaukee county for governor.

Big Gains in New York State, 

New York, Nov. 9.—Marked gains in the So- 
clalist vote throughout the state are shown 
in the returns from yesterday's -election.

Although the work is termed a “ recon- 
struction’ of the old tunnel, it amounts 
virtually to a new tunnel, only a part of the 
floor of the old tunnel Being utilized as the 
roof of the new tube. 


Hight Feet Lower than Old Bore. 


The roof of the new tunnel wil] be about 
twenty-seven feet below the surface of the 
river and will be eight feet lower than the 
ola bore. The-track grade will be forty-six 
feet below and the bottom will be fifty-two 
feet below the river surface. The bore will 
have a height of fourteen feet six inches 
under the river. 

The use of air pressure to uphold the bed 
of the river and millions of tons of earth 
above the bore while roof and retaining walls 
were being constructed marks a new depart- 


ure in engineering. The plans of the board 


of supervising engineers authorized the con- 
struction of eoffer dams for one-half the 
width of the river. 

If this method had been followed it is esti- 
mated that the construction of the tunnel 


would have occupied at least two years. 
Then Mr. Jackson devised the air pressure 
power was exhausted by a moving picture 
the bore and air locks were installed.

MORE BUYING IN WEST. 


Election a Disturbing Factor in Some 
“ Parts of Market.

New York, Nov. 9.— [Special ]—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

An election result with so few. surprises 
as are found in Tuesday's returns could not 
have an important effect upon business. The 
campaign saw no placing of orders for fron 
and steel contingent upon the election out- 
come beyond what has already been indicated 
concerning rail purchases. } 


“In making up their orders at this time for 
1911 the railroads are only making the usual pro- 
vision for early rollings, to insure spring deliv- 
erles. Beside the Wrie order already noted 
rail contracts for 1911 are reported, though th 
Norfolk and Western is figuring on 30,000 tone, 
which will probably be divided between two manu- 
facturers, while the Burlington has been added to 


the list of roade negotiating for their require- 
ments, 

** Curtailment of pig tron production continues. 
but steel companies have done all ot. t in the past 
month. Of merchant furnaces as many blow in as 


go out. The United States Steel corporation now 
has fifty furmaces out, as against forty-five. out 
on Oct. 1. The independent steel companies blew 
out five furnaces’ in October. The Steel corpora - 
tion will blow out one Duquesne and one Edgar 
Thompson furnace this week and will bank one at 
Bellaire. Ite active furnace capacity, now 63 per 
cent, will then. be about 61 per cent. 


Output of Coke Is Less, 


In October the total output of coke and anthre- 
cite pig iron was 2,087,385 gross tone. or at the rate 
of 67,435 tons a day. This compares with 68,542 
tons a day in September and is the smallest rate 
since July, 1900. The active capacity at the open- 
ing of this month was 66,820 tons a day for 231 fur- 
naces, or 1,700 tons less than for 239 furnaces on

Oct. 1. Pig ben production Nov. 1 was at the 
rate of 24,350,000 tone a year, or about 1,400,000 
tons less than the average of 1007 and 1900. 

“ Pig tron buying has broadened in the central 
west, but has been less in the east than the aver- 
ute for October. In foundry fron prices have not 
yielded in the last week in the way noticed in the 
two preceding weeks. Bessemer iron has byoken 
through $15 at valley furnace and one round — spaces 
sold for delivery in the first halt of 1911 at $14.50. 
Inquiry for basic fron is pending in the east, but 
furnaces and by are some distance apart, ’’
